Saturday saw the end of a multitude 
of things. 
First and foremost, sopho- 
more guard Marcus Foster and freshman 
forward Malek Harris returned from a 
three-game suspension. That allowed 
the next two things to happen. 

No. 17 Oklahoma (17-8, 8-5) had 
a five-game win streak snapped, and 
K-State (13-13, 6-7) returned to the win 
column after a five-game losing skid, 
topping the Sooners 59-56. Both were 
the result of a Foster 3 -pointer. 

Though Foster did not start Satur- 
day, he did finish by ending his night 
with the game winner that hearkened 
back to the overtime shot that clinched a 
win in Norman, Oklahoma a month ago. 

"It's ironic, it was the exact same 
shot," K-State head coach Bruce Weber 



said after the game. "To beat them twice, 
it's pretty amazing for him to do that. I 
thought it was an even cleaner look than 
last time." 

Foster led K-State in scoring with 
14 points along with senior forward 
Nino Williams who had 13 points. Okla- 
homa was led by junior guard Buddy 
Hield, who averages 17.6 points but was 
held to just 14 points in part to stout de- 
fending by K-State sophomore forward 
Wesley Iwundu. 

"He (Iwundu) did a great job," We- 
ber said. "He did that with Kenny Chery 
in the second half the last time. Like I 
said, I challenged him. We have watched 
a lot of film and Wes has been brought 
up many times and probably not in the 
best tone of voice, so he reacted well. I 
thought his reactions were much better. 
I do not know what Buddy had in the 
second half. I know he got one on Jus- 
tin (Edwards) when he was being casual 
in transition and he might have had one 
other, but Wesley did a good job." 



In the first half, Oklahoma jumped 
out to a comfortable lead shooting 45 
percent. K-State remained within strik- 
ing distance, though, despite poor shoot- 
ing from the field. The Wildcats shot 
10-10 from the three-throw line to start 
the game and finished the first half 87 
percent. 

Sophomore forward Brandon Bold- 
en played just two minutes total in the 
first half before a scary collision caused 
him to fall hard on his left arm and draw 
blood from his upper lip. After the game, 
Weber believed B olden had broken his 
wrist but wouldn't be sure until he was 
examined further after the game. 

In the second half, poor shooting 
continued for the Wildcats as the Soon- 
ers gathered jumped out to their largest 
of the game at six points. K-State re- 
sponded with a 15-6 run to retake the 
lead, one they would not relinquish.

Heroin overdose 
investigation 
suspect sentenced

In November 2013, K-State freshman Jordan 
Forbit overdosed on heroin in the Derby complex 
parking lot. In August 2014, Gregory "Rory" Haug 
Jr., Olathe, was arrested for his involvement with 
Forbit 's death. Since his arrest, Haug has remained 
in the Riley County Jail on charges of involuntary 
manslaughter. 

Maj. Don Stubbings, assistant director of the 
K-State Police Department, confirmed that those 
charges had been dropped in a plea agreement. 

Haug was tried for aggravated battery, pos- 
session of opiates, opiums, narcotics and certain 
stimulants, conspiracy of possession of opiates, 
opiums, narcotics and certain stimulants and inter- 
ference with the investigation. On Jan. 26, he was 
sentenced to 38 months in prison followed by 24 
months of supervised release, according to the Ri- 
ley County District Court. 

"(Forbit's death) was a reckless accident that 
shouldn't have happened," Stubbings said. 

Stubbings said that cases such as Forbit's and 
Haug's are not common at K-State or in Manhattan. 
According to a 2012 study by the K-State Alcohol 
and Other Drug Education Services, heroin use has 
risen nationally, but Manhattan has yet to see a sig- 
nificant increase. Part of the reason for the jump in 
heroin use is that, compared to prescription drugs, 
it is a cheap and easily obtainable drug. That being 
said, the drug still has negative effects. Stubbings 
said he would like people to see cases like this as a 
warning against prescription and heroin drug abuse. 

"I kind of regret that this case did not get more 
publicity," Kendra Lewison, assistant county attor- 
ney, said. "It would get the word out about drug 
use." 

Lewison said she agrees that Forbit's overdose 
should be a warning to all, as all it took was one 
time for Forbit to overdose. Lewiston also warned 
that involvement with self-destructive drugs like 
heroin can lead to time in jail. 

"This was an interesting story," Lewison said. 

According to Lewison, Haug's trial was differ- 
ent from similar cases because he addressed For- 
bit's family and apologized for his involvement. 

"A case like this requires a lot of time and hard 
work from the men and women in the department," 
Stubbings said. 

Stubbings said the police department monitors 
drug abuse, especially prescription-drug abuse - 
which can lead to heroin and other opiates - in or- 
der to prevent cases like this from happening again. 



MAPJ fights for 
social justice

Since 1992, the social justice organization Man- 
hattan Alliance for Peace and Justice has been spon- 
soring speakers, peace activities and forums within the 
Manhattan and K-State communities.

Mayberry said she describes MAPJ as a fluid and 
responsive organization, where members think ahead 
and look forward at different issues within the commu- 
nity, nation and world.

On campus, MAPJ 
has recently worked with the Black Student Union to 
raise awareness about this issue.

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'Fifty Shades of Grey' is anything but a 'love' story

It seems like you can't open 
your web browser or turn on the 
TV lately without hearing about 
the "Fifty Shades of Grey" movie. 
Based on the best- selling novel by 
E.L. James (which sold over 100 
million copies) , the film took over 
the box office this Valentine's Day 
weekend with its huge established 
fan base and promise of steamy, 
kinky sex scenes. 

The movie, which premiered 
last Friday, is estimated to have 
made $67.9 million over the three- 
day weekend, according to USA 
Today. If the movie is true to the 
book, though, this is anything but a 
"love" story. 

In actuality, "Fifty Shades of 
Grey" is the story of a wealthy, 
abusive and controlling older man 
grooming a virginal young woman 
for his sexual appetites. It nor- 



malizes and glamorizes abuse in 
relationships, all the while blatant- 
ly misrepresenting an entire kink 
community. Sounds far-fetched? 
Bear with me. 

From the beginning of the 
story. Christian Grey does things 
to Anastasia Steele that are highly 
abusive. Early in the novel, he 
begins stalking her. After their 
initial meeting, he shows up at the 
store in which she works , and later 
he already knows where she lives 
before she tells him. Grey uses 
intimidation and abusive language, 
in one instance even telling her, 
"Well, if you were mine, you 
wouldn't be able to sit down for 
a week after the stunt you pulled 
yesterday." That stunt? Getting 
drunk with her friends . 

Grey even starts by warning 
Steele to stay away from him, 
saying things like "You should 
steer clear of me," and similar 
statements, all while showering 
her with expensive gifts. Coer- 
cion much? Once they discuss a 



possible relationship. Grey talks 
Steele into what is basically a gag 
order: she couldn't discuss their 
relationship with anyone, which ef- 
fectively isolated her from friends 
and family. 

Things only get worse after 
they begin dating. Grey is manip- 
ulative, jealous and oversensitive 
to anything he perceives as an 
affront against him. Central to the 
relationship is the objectification of 
Steele. To him, Steele is a "thing" 
which he is entitled to take pos- 
session over. This is linked to the 
explanation that he doesn't "do" 
love; only sex. 

While many have argued that 
their sex is consensual, based 
on her signing a contract which 
outlines his expectations of her, 
by no means does this make their 
relationship OK. Steele doesn't 
experience pleasure from the acts 
Grey forces upon her. Her pleasure 
is derived from knowing he is ex- 
periencing pleasure from what he 
is doing to her. Therefore, Steele's 
sexuality is devoted to 
Grey's, and it is not 
her own. 

He reminds her 
of her own objecti- 
fication throughout 



the story, constantly saying, "You 
are mine." When she offhandedly 
mentions fleeing to Alaska to get 
away from him, he tells her that he 
would find her wherever she would 
run because he has the ability to 
track her cell phone. 

The nail in the coffin of the 
case against Grey is the scene 
where Steele flat out refuses his 
sexual advance toward her, telling 
him "No" and physically kicking 
him off of her. He replies that if 
she struggles, he will just tie her 
up. As readers, we're meant to 
forgive him for this threat because 
Steele enjoys the ensuing sex, but 
that doesn't excuse his behavior. 

Also problematic is that 
this story has been touted as 
BDSM-centered erotica. Grey's 
manipulation and abuse of Steele 
throughout the story flies in the 
face of the ground rules of the 
Bondage and Discipline, Domi- 
nance and Submission, Sadism and 
Masochism community. 

The credo of this kink commu- 




nity is "Safe, Sane and Consensu- 
al." It is questionable whether Grey 
follows these and other rules of the 
BDSM community as laid out in 
most "BDSM 101" books, like Lisa 
Sweet's "Bondage for Beginners." 
Many in the BDSM community 
are upset at their representation in 
James' book. Especially horrific is 
the author's portrayal of Grey's ap- 
petite for BDSM being "explained" 
by his abusive childhood. This per- 
petuates a cultural misconception 
that people who engage in this play 
do so because they're damaged 
somehow. 

While the book series and 
movie are undoubtedly being used 
as a starting point for couples' con- 
versations about sexual exploration 
and desire, this doesn't mean they 
are a good starting point. 

In reality, this story is based 
on an abusive relationship. The 
author uses the guise of BDSM to 
justify Grey's treatment of Steele, 
perpetuating the stereotypes that 
BDSM relationships are abusive 
and people who enjoy that play 
have something wrong with them. 
In light of the problematic nature 
of the story, many organizations 
have boycotted the film, and others 
have been created solely for that 
purpose. 

One such organization is 
50 Dollars Not 50 Shades. The 
organization asks people to take 
the money they would spend to 
see the film and donate it to a local 
abuse shelter, where many people 
in Steele's position end up. 

The popularity and glamoriza- 
tion of such a story as something 
to be desired normalizes such 
appalling behavior, and desensitiz- 
es people to it. In a society where 
domestic violence and abuse occur 
at epidemic proportions, "Fifty 
Shades of Grey" is the last thing 
we need.

I've made 
wonderful memories here, and 
when I'm at home for long 



periods of time, I really miss 
Manhattan. It's the transitions 
that are the hardest for me. 
When I'm home, I get used 
to being home and being 
with my family. When I'm 
in Manhattan, I get used to 
being in school and having all 
the freedom that comes with 
living here. 

There were 17,251 resi- 
dent students and 7,515 non- 
resident students at K-State in 
the 2014 fall semester. That 
means a little under half the 
students here are, at the very 
least, a state away from home. 

The transition for high 
school students going into 
college is both exciting and 
nerve-racking, according to 
the K-State Student Access 



Center. The first move comes 
with so many changes, so of 
course it's difficult as well. 
You are your only advocate in 
college, and you really have 
to learn how to stand on your 
own two feet. 

Then it gets more diffi- 
cult. Students must be able to 
balance all of their respon- 
sibilities, both academic and 
extra-curricular, while trying 
to adjust to a huge change 
in their lives. I'll argue that 
while that first transition is the 
hardest, it never goes away; it 
just gets easier. 

"Homesickness is not 
really about missing home, as 
most students have been very 
ready on some level to leave 
the nest," Tamar Chansky, 



a psychologist and Huffing- 
ton Post blogger, said. "It's 
missing familiar things ... the 
familiar rhythms of the day; 
the faces and places where 
everyone knows their name. 
Homesickness is really about 
the transition." 

Being homesick isn't 
about missing my house or 
even my hometown. It's about 
missing both my family and 
the ease that comes with liv- 
ing at home. We are stuck in 
this transition for at least four 
years, where we are constantly 
moving, packing and follow- 
ing internship opportunities. 
We're really feeling stuck be- 
tween two worlds. We aren't 
kids anymore, but we aren't 
quite ready to be adults that 



are 100 percent on our own. 

Whether you're a fresh- 
man or an upperclassman, 
it's okay to be homesick. You 
are never too old to miss the 
familiarity of home. I've made 
a million transitions and it's 
still hard, but it's a whole lot 
easier than when I first moved 
to Manhattan my freshman 
year. 

One thing students can 
do to help aid in the transition 
process is to give themselves 
reasons, like extra-curricu- 
lar activities, to make those 
transitions , according to The 
Child Study Center. Join a 
club or pursue new interests. 
Transitions might be hard for 
me, but I can't imagine not 
coming back to Manhattan to 



see my friends and to learn 
more about myself and my 
career. 

I won't be a student for 
much longer. Our time here 
is short, so there's no point 
in wasting even a minute of 
it. It's okay to be homesick, 
but the best way to fix it is by 
making this place your home 
too.

Though MAPJ does not 
usually just get its news from 
mainstream media, some of its 
campaigns are focused on current 
events. According to Mayber- 
ry, however, there is no political 
or religious orientation within 
MAPJ. 

"We have Libertarians, we 
have Democrats, we have Repub- 
licans, and across the faith board 
we have Mennonites, Presbyteri- 
ans, Lutherans and a Buddhist," 
Mayberry said. 

MAPJ supports a sister city. 
El Papaturro (located in Suchi- 
toto. El Salvador), in different 
ways. Financially, support for El 
Papaturro is inserted into MAPJ's 
budget each year. Pastors for 
Peace, located in El Salvador, 
makes trips to Manhattan and 
visits about their mission and how 
MAPJ has helped them. 

MAPJ works together with 
Pastors for Peace, as well as other 
local justice and peace organi- 
zations, to share speakers with 
the Manhattan community. Eric 
Seitz, a speaker coming Wednes- 
day, Feb. 25 from Hawaii, is set to 
discuss civil rights. 

Leo Rosenberg, graduate 
student in political science, got 
involved in MAPJ after meeting 
others who were interested in 
problems of government and oth- 
er civic issues. 

"Social capital is what drives 
democracy, so there is a crisis if 



people are not involved in com- 
munity and are not participating," 
Rosenberg said. "Bystander mode 
in democracy is very dangerous." 

One of MAPJ's goals is to 
levy against bystander mode, the 



phenomenon of a group of people 
witnessing wrongdoing yet stay- 
ing inactive. One way it does so 
is by bringing information about 
different social issues to the pub- 
lic. 



On its website MAPJ said 
that members want to "develop 
leadership and assist in creating 
the next generation of social ac- 
tivists." 

"Personally for me, a social 



activist is a person who is pas- 
sionate enough to be involved in a 
particular social issue," Mayberry 
said. 

MAPJ's website provides 
links to other progressive organi- 



zations in Manhattan and Kansas, 
as well as nationwide and inter- 
nationally-based organizations. 
One such link is to the Campaign 
for Nonviolence, a K-State cam- 
pus-based organization. 

Susan Allen, emeritus direc- 
tor of Nonviolence Education at 
K-State and instructor of sociol- 
ogy and anthropology, explained 
why MAPJ is not a common 
household name. 

"Some people are just more 
socially aware and conscious than 
others," Allen said. "Thank heav- 
ens for people who care enough 
about fairness, equality, peace and 
justice issues to devote their ener- 
gy and resources to them. Man- 
hattan is fortunate to have a ven- 
erable organization like MAPJ to 
educate us about how we can help 
make life better for everyone." 

To do this, MAPJ has hosted 
many events focused on social in- 
justices. For instance, in the past, 
the organization presented the 
film "Invisible War," which fo- 
cused on the rise of violent sexual 
assault within the U.S. military. It 
has also highlighted immigration 
issues by bringing speakers in, 
in addition to hosting an annual 
health forum that presents the ef- 
fects of Medicaid in govemment 
and on rural hospitals. 

When it comes to the differ- 
ence between MAPJ's presence 
in the community and their pres- 
ence on campus, Mayberry was 
quick to say, "We're not college 
versus town; we're everybody." 



Boys and Girls Club's casino night 
fun for adults, funds kids' futures

Last Friday, the Boys and Girls 
Club of Manhattan asked the commu- 
nity to bet not on themselves, but rather 
on the bright futures of kids within the 
Manhattan area. It was the club's 16th 
Annual Casino Night and Auction, and 
guests paid $75 to enjoy heavy appetiz- 
ers, "play-for-fun" casino games and 
auctions . 

With over 150 donated items, rang- 
ing from trips to Mexico to signed piec- 
es of K-State memorabilia, there was 
something for everyone. Administrators 
of the Boys and Girls Club of Manhat- 
tan said they hoped to reach their fund- 
raising goal of $130,000. 

Development Coordinator Leah 
Braet spoke about the first live-auc- 
tion item, the "Be Great Item." Used 
as a way to support club families in the 
community, the money went to a schol- 
arship fund for those who may not be 
able to cover the club's membership 
fees. 

With nine on and off-campus sites, 
the Boys and Girls Club services over 
2,500 children a year. The Casino Night 
and Auction helps pay for club costs that 
are not covered by federal grants. Act- 
ing as undesignated funding, the money 
from the event goes towards things like 
handicap-accessible busses, overhead 
costs and additional club costs. 

Boys and Girls Club of Manhattan 
sees over 450 volunteers from the com- 



munity who work with children in three 
main areas: healthy lifestyles, academic 
success and good character. 

Braet said that, "When school is 
out, clubs are in," referring to Boys and 
Girls Clubs of America's national cam- 
paign that highlights the organization's 
year-round extended learning services. 

The Casino Night and Auction ad- 
ditionally acts as a chance to interact 
with the community, and shows that 
Boys and Girls Club focuses on offer- 
ing affordable, but quality programs. 
Executive Director Junnae Campbell 
has worked with the club for nine years . 

"It's hard not to enjoy what we do," 
Campbell said. 

The enthusiasm for the success of 
children was exemplified throughout 
the entire event. Boys and Girls Club of 
Manhattan parents and staff worked to 
acquire and set up all the donated items, 
as well as run the casino games. Club 
parent Diane Born discussed how her 
10-year-old daughter has been part of 
Boys and Girls Club since kindergarten. 

"Boys and Girls Club allows me 
to be the professional that I am," Born 
said. 

The Boys and Girls Club of Man- 
hattan plays a crucial role in the devel- 
opment of many children in the Man- 
hattan community; however, running 
such a large after- school program can 
be costly. The Casino Night and Auc- 
tion can only provide a fraction of the 
funds necessary to keep nine locations 
running, but donations to the club can 
be made year-round at Boys and Girls 
Club of Manhattan's website.

LGBTQ 
community 
protests in Topeka 

According to WIBW, the LBGTQ com- 
munity and its supporters rallied outside the 
Statehouse in Topeka Saturday for over two 
hours. 

The rally, protesting Gov. Sam Brown- 
back's reversal of the executive order that 
protected state employees from being fired or 
harassed on the basis of their sexual or gender 
orientation, was also an expression of support 
for H.R. 2323, which would officially add 
sexual and gender identity to Kansas anti-dis- 
crimination laws.

K-State to maintain 
LGBT protections 

According to Manhattan Mercury, President Kirk 
Schulz stated that K-State will continue to offer legal 
protection to gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgender em- 
ployees, and that the university is not required to redact 
the policy after Gov. Sam Brownback rescinded the ex- 
ecutive order last week. 

"Our university governance bodies have endorsed 
principles that affirm the inherent dignity and value of 
every person while valuing diversity," Schulz wrote 
in a statement. "... And we want to attract the best and 
brightest from all over the world to come to Kansas State 
University, and I just want us to have an environment 
where there is no discrimination of any type, regardless 
of background ... We want our GLBT colleagues to feel 
welcome and supported in the university community." 



K-State officials not quite open with 
Capital-Journal s open records request 



An open records request by the Topeka Capi- 
tal-Journal resulted in 1 1 pages of heavily redacted 
material, according to the newspaper. Reporters 
requested all emails between K-State Institute for 
Commercialization President Kent Glasscock and 
Shawn Sullivan, state budget director, from No- 
vember to late January. 

Questions were previously raised about Sul- 
livan giving certain lobbyists a preview of Gov. 
Sam Brownback's budget proposal. K-State cited 
an exemption in the Kansas Open Records Act, 
KSA 45-22 la(20) that gives disclosure protection 
for notes , preliminary drafts and documents where 



"opinions are expressed or policies or actions are 
proposed." 

The university is not required to redact or 
withhold documents under the exemption. In an 
interview with the Topeka Capital- Journal, Doug 
Anstaett, director of the Kansas Press Association, 
said lawmakers calculating the state budget outside 
of public view is the opposite of open government. 

"In other words, all the debate's taking place 
in private about the merits of every single thing 
they want to do when open government says that's 
the give and take that's supposed to take place in 
public," Anstaett said. 



Architecture student wins APDesign contest, scholarship 



According to K-State press release, Lant- 
ing Su, graduate student in architecture, earned 
a $5 ,000 scholarship through a College of Ar- 
chitecture, Planning and Design competition 
sponsored by Manko Window Systems in Man- 
hattan. Su won the contest with her hypotheti- 
cal project design of the Crossroads Brewery in 
Kansas City. 



"Of all the exceptional projects they saw, 
the jury members felt that Lanting's was the 
best piece of complete architecture," said Na- 
than Howe, associate professor of architecture 
and Su's studio instructor. "From how she cre- 
ated a transparent ground floor which can open 
up as a front porch to the city, to the way a sky- 
light is critically placed above the tanks to let 



light stream down the brewery components of 
the building, to the rusted metal screen where 
the brewery's use of wheat is embedded into 
a perforated pattern, each of these made for a 
beautiful holistic design. I am quite proud of 
the work in my studio and I think Lanting ex- 
emplifies what a talented group of students we 
have."

Schulz, K-State 
supports public 
universities' 
flat funding 

K-State and other public universi- 
ties are supporting Brownback's budget 
plan for the 2016-17 school year, ac- 
cording to Manhattan Mercury. 

As it sits for Fiscal year 2015, the 
recommended funding for K-State in 
2016 would allot about $105.2 million 
for the university, $14.9 million for the 
College of Veterinary Medicine and 
$47.1 million for Research and Exten- 
sion. 

In 2017 the funding amounts would 
be expected to increase slightly for fis- 
cal year 2017, with K-State being fund- 
ed $107.6 million, the College of Veter- 
inary Medicine receiving $15.2 million, 
and Research and Extension being giv- 
en approximately $47.9 million. 

"It's always give and take," Repub- 
lican Sen. Tom Arpike said to the Mer- 
cury. "Our student population is always 
variable from year to year, and I think 
being flexible at the university level is 
a very good attitude to have. (I'm) very 
pleased that all the universities that have 
spoken so far have realized (the state of 
Kansas is) having a tough year, and we 
can make it through it, but you know, 
it's a coordination of efforts." 

Despite flat funding for future 
years, K-State is expected to return $3.4 
million to the state by March 7 for this 
fiscal year. President Kirk Schulz stated 
they do not know where the funds will 
be pulled from within the university yet, 
but that a statement will be released to 
the public detailing all cuts once the de- 
cision is made.

Wildcats fall to Red Raiders 74-68 in overtime Sunday

K-State's first possession of the 
game Sunday indicated that the Bram- 
lage Coliseum crowd would witness 
the same offensive display they'd just 
seen from the women's basketball team 
Wednesday against TCU. 

In fact, they did; just from the other 
team. The Wildcats (15-9, 5-8) allowed 
a season-high 54 percent field goal per- 
centage and fell to Texas Tech 74-68 in 
overtime. 

"I thought we did a great job un- 
derstanding their zone and how we 
were gonna attack it; we found a seam," 



Texas Tech head coach Candace Whita- 
ker said after the game. "Last time 
(against K-State), we passed a little too 
much. I thought we did a good job of 
knocking down shots and countered 
what their zone does." 

After senior Ashia Woods started 
the ballgame with a basket, the Wild- 
cats struggled to find an offensive 
groove. This wasn't the case against 
TCU Wednesday when K-State put up 
93 points, but Sunday's cold shooting 
was the story of the game. 

"I did not like us most of the day," 
K-State head coach Jeff Mittie said. "I 
didn't like our energy; I didn't like our 
focus. We were pounded on the glass 
most of the day." 

The Red Raiders put the pressure 
on with two early 3 -pointers within 
the first 90 seconds of the ballgame.

K-State struggled to contain Texas 
Tech's Rayven Brooks, who scored a 
game-high 26 points on 4-6 shooting 
from 3-point range. 

"We had a good day," Whitaker 
said. "Rayven Brooks shot it extremely 
well, and a lot of people stepped up and 
made shots when we needed them." 

The Wildcats went ahead for a 
moment in the first half, but struggled 
to regain the lead for a majority of the 
ballgame. Texas Tech led by single dig- 
its until 9:39 in the second half when 
Ivonne CookTaylor hit a 3 -pointer to go 
up by 13 points. 

K-State mounted a late comeback 
with success from the free-throw line. 
Senior guard Haley Texada finished 
with 11 points, but it was her play down 
the stretch — eight points in the final 
four minutes — that allowed the Wild- 
cats to pull even at the end of regula- 
tion. 

"I just got a lot of momentum and 
was just thinking to play hard enough to 
get a steal and go," Texada said. "That 
was my mentality: to just push it and 



play defense as hard as we can to get 
the ball (back)." 

With 35 seconds left in regulation 
and K-State on top 62-60 following a 
Kindred Wesemann free-throw, the Red 
Raiders had an opportunity to win or tie 
the game. After returning from an ankle 
injury midway through the second half, 
Texas Tech guard Amber Battle hit a 
mid-range jumper to send the game to 
overtime. 

In the extra period, Texas Tech 
outscored the Wildcats 12-6 to earn the 
season split. 

"I had a flashback to the last game 
when I had a game-winning shot," Bat- 
tle said. "I just tried to be patient and 
my post players made a good screen." 

K-State was led by sophomore for- 
ward Breanna Lewis' 19 points. Woods 
added 14 points and Texada 11 points. 
Overall, five Wildcats finished with at 
least seven points on the afternoon. 

The Wildcats return to action 
Wednesday in Austin, Texas against the 
Texas Longhoms. Tipoff is scheduled 
for 7 p.m. 



K-State splits season-opening weekend at Snowbird Classic in Florida

K-State baseball's opening weekend was a mixed bag of 
results. After opening with two strong performances, the Wild- 
cats dropped the final two games to finish 2-2 at the Snowbird 
Classic in Port Charlotte, Florida.

Led by junior pitcher Levi MaVorhis, K-State shut out a 
Pittsburgh offense who put up 18 runs on Saint Louis the day 
before. 

"Big thing (for MaVorhis) was composure," Hill said. "He 
wasn't ultra-sharp, but he competed and made pitches when he 
had to." 

Later that evening, the Wildcats were blanked 5-0 by 
George Mason. K-State fell behind by the five runs after two 
innings and were unable generate offense on a total of five hits. 
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Friday vs. Iowa 

K-State started the tournament strong with a 5-4 victory 
over Iowa Friday. 

Junior pitcher Nate Greip threw 5 1/3 strong innings for 



K-State, but did not factor into the decision. Sophomore pitcher 
Jordan Floyd earned the victory after allowing zero hits in two 
innings of relief. 

With Greip limiting Iowa to zero hits through the first five 
innings of play, K-State jumped out to a 2-0 lead. Iowa respond- 
ed with two runs in the sixth inning, but a clutch hit by K-State 
junior catcher Tyler Moore led to three runs in the top of the 
eight inning. 

"(Moore's) been swinging the bat really well in batting 
practice," Hill said. "He's the guy I felt right there who was 
going to give us a good at-bat." 

Junior pitcher Kyle Halbohn earned a gutsy five-out save to 
seal the victory for the Wildcats to open the season 1-0. 

"(Halbohn) attacked the zone with strikes, that's the big 
thing," Hill said.
